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cates that it can have other beneficial effects, 
including decreased incidence of benign breast 
tumors, ovarian cysts and pelvic inflammatory 
disease. There are serious risks for older 
women, however, and Dr. Maclin believes 
women 35 and older should discontinue using 
the pill, especially if they smoke.

To keep children healthy, the focus should be 
on prevention. ‘‘The time we put into preven- 
tion is far more valuable than the time we put

on the runway

ime was when high society meant high style. 
| So notes Virginia DeYoung, who holds a 43- 


year lease on a unique perch from which to 

observe Chicago’s movers and shakers. 
“Over the last decade, things have changed so 
much that you can get away with wearing anything 
in the poshest restaurant or private club,’’ DeYoung 
says. ‘‘Fashion now is only an occasional thing.”’ 

Wednesday, though, marks one of those oc- 
casions. At 2 p.m., the first mannequins will strut 
across the stage of Medinah Temple, parading 
designer wares in front of 4,000 witnesses to the 
annual Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Fashion Show. 
Every other shopping day of the year, hired-hand 

professionals showcase fashion for the city’s women 
of means. Wednesday afternoon those roles will be 
temporarily reversed, and any shop girl with the 
$10-to-$50 price of admission can see social register 
ladies modeling the latest in clothing, furs and 
jewelry. For the last 59 years, the event has 
marked the official opening of Chicago’s social 
season. 


Since 1942, DeYoung has served on the governing 
board of the fundraiser, which is the nation’s oldest 
charity fashion show. It is also the enduring barom- 
eter of our local blue-blood set. During ‘last Thurs- 
day and Friday’s rehearsals, DeYoung and some of 
her fellow workers offered a basic course of 
instruction in reading that social barometer’s graph 
paper. 

In the first instance, DeYoung noted, the show is. 
now much more of a production, much less of a 
family affair, than it was when she first modeled 
during World War II. Before the last of today’s 
glad-rags are returned to the couturiers and up- 
scale shops that are the affair’s sponsors, the 
audience will have been treated to a series of 
carnival stunts of which the ancient Roman Circus 
would have been proud. 

TV’s Terry Savage will be levitated 10 feet above 
the stage, courtesy of magician Rich Tutaco. Bill 
Kurtis will play a Pirate of Penzance to former 
mayor Jane Byrne’s Tinkerbell, and a live leopard 
will sniff about among the tailored remains of fur- 
bearing relations who gave their all that women 
might be fashionably protected from the rigors of a 
forthcoming Chicago winter. 

“When I modeled in the show, the audience 
couldn’t have been more than 400,” recalled Han- 
chen Stern Hanchen, like DeYoung a longtime 
board member, and the wife of the founder of Stop 
And Shop. ‘‘But lots of other folks took notice too. 
One time, I was in Hillman’s [food store] and one 
of my husband’s checkout girls said: ‘‘Oh, Mrs. 
Stern, I saw your picture in the paper this morn- 
ing!”’ v4 

Indeed, in those days participants didn’t have to 
wait until the morning after for their critical 
notices. Back before some journalism-school philos- 
opher decided that democracy entitles every pass- 
ing rock star to an ephemeral place in the media. 
spotlight; society bashes were the natural stalking 
grounds of celebrity-hunting newsmen. 

“From the moment your car pulled up to the 
curb, reporters and photographers would be on 
your heels every step of the way,” DeYoung 
recalled of an era when flashbulbs were still 
flashbulbs. ‘‘Then on the way home afterward, we’d 
stop at the nearest newstand, and I’d run right out 
into traffic to see what the papers’ first editions 
were saying about the show.” 

Not that those notices were always kind. One 
time, Stern recalled, an editor must have been 
short on society columnists. So he sent a hastily 
drafted sports writer over to cover the hospital's 
fashion show. ‘‘Is this all there is?” that ungallant 
fellow asked at the bottom of his review, confessing 
thereby that he had spent too many years in a 
dreary succession of men’s locker rooms. Still, at 
the time most models had a blood-relation an- 
tidote—cheering friends and family in the audi- 
— the slings and arrows of outrageous media 
ate. 

Recently, the fashion show’s audience has been 
predominantly female, but that was not always the 
case. " 

‘When we were still at the old Stevens Hotel, the 
show was in two parts, and the men folk would turn 
out in black-tie for the evening session,’’ DeYoung 
said. ‘‘By then, they might’ve had a couple of ‘pops’

silly by fashion showings. So when 
you came down the runway, you'd 
be greeted by a cheering section of 
your father and brothers and a 
claque of their cigar-smoking 
friends! Believe me, that kind of 
salute does wonders for a young 
girl’s ego.” 

But while men will occupy only a 
few of the Medinah Temple’s 
seats, their presence will’be felt, 
nonetheless, by the show’s par- 
ticipants. Every model-for-a-day 
represents not only herself but her 
husband as well. Social reputations 
can rise or fall on how well she 
acquits herself at this trial by 
peers, and of such foreknowledge 
is stage fright made. 

Standing at rehearsals and 
waiting to model an Yves Saint 
Laurent mini-skirt, Sugar Raut- 
bord recalled how, without war- 
ning, she had been called upon to 
lead the Pledge of Allegiance for a 
White House breakfast party. 
“That was no sweat,” she said of 
her presidential command per- 
formance. ‘‘But just the thought of 
going out there starts my knees to 
shaking.” 

“It’s awful!’’ said Tory Fesmire, 
chairman of this year’s show com- 
mittee, seconding Rautbord’s mo- 


tion. 

‘With the stage lights in your 
eyes, you can’t see a thing,’”’ added 
Holly Madigan, who was chairman 
two years ago. ‘‘But you know that 
4,000 people out there can see 
you—and that’s frightening!” 

Perhaps as a defense against 
such on-public-display anxieties, 
many of the model-participants 
turned last week’s rehearsals into 
a mini style show of their own. 
Because of the big-ticket numbers 
involved, most sponsors don’t send 
over their high-fashion wares until 
the day of the show itself. When 
your merchandise carries a $70,000 
price tag—as does the fur coat 
Jane Byrne will model—you don’t 
relish the thought of it being 
draped over an auditorium seat 
while the director makes some 
last-minute lighting changes. 

On that consideration, first-time 


model Kathy Welsh assumed that 
cutoffs or a jogging suit would be 
an appropriate rehearsal costume. 
Fortunately, her housekeeper has 
been around Chicago society a lot 
longer than Welsh, who grew up in 
Kansas City. ‘“‘She caught me just 
as I was going out the door,” 

Welsh confessed of that morning’s 


confrortation with the housekecp- © 


er. ‘“‘ ‘Ma’am,;’ she told me, polite- 
ly but firmly, ‘If I was you, I 
wouldn’t be going down there in no 
old slacks like that.’ ” 

The fact that she was asked * 
down to Medinah Temple is a trib- 
ute to both Welsh’s stylish good 
looks and also to her and her 
husband’s social standing in their 
adopted city.

“Every year about August we 
start getting those phone calls,” 
recalled chairman Fesmire of one 
of her Ss duties. ‘‘The 
mails must be slow, they’ll say, 
because my invitation to model 
hasn’t come yet!” 

By the time the phone rang with 
her call to join the ranks of the 
show’s models, Welsh had long 
since learned the. significance of 
the invitation. ‘‘The hospital’s fash- 
ion show must the No. 1 event of 
the year: You never hear of any- 
one turning them down,” she ex- 
plained. ‘‘By the time you’re asked 
to be a model, you can figure that 
you’ve already passed inspection.” 

In her case, that inspection prob- 
ably included the Welshs’ prior 
charitable-affair credentials. In 
their six years in Chicago, they 
have served on the boards of the 
Field Museum, Children’s Memori- 
al Hospital and the Lincoln Park 
Zoo. Welsh made her first entry 
into Chicago society via the Junior 
League, a route with a long and 
honorable tradition. 

“In my day, some girls went 
directly to the league, whereas 
now they’re more likely go off to 


college,” noted DeYoung, who at 
26 was already president of that 
charity-work training ground. As 


‘.part of her own apprenticeship, 
‘she was sent to out to work in a 


settlement house in one of the 
city’s immigrant neighborhoods. 
At-that posting, DeYoung was 
given dual responsibilities in both 
the kitchen end the gymnasium. ‘I 
was just a young girl myself and 
didn’t know my way around a 
stove any more than my pupils 
did,’’ DeYoung recalls. ‘‘So every

Four decades afterward, 
DeYoung still savors the kick that 
comes with that kind of hands-on 
charitable work. ‘You know what 
part of the fashion show I love .

At the 
very end of Wednesday afternoon, 
she explained, the audience will 
get to see direct evidence of the 
cause for which their ticket money 
is pledged.

n 17th century France it would 
have been son et lumiere, but in 
late 20th century Chicago the 
Rush Presbyterian Fashion Show 
was labeled “Fashion Fantasy.”

ashion‘able club is tailor-made ji People

THIS IS AN eclectic group: Their 
ages range from 20 to 80. They are 
students, professionals, clerical 
workers, retirees from a variety of 
ethnic backgrounds. But the com- 
mon bond is clear: Members of the 
Haute Couture Club are all dedicat- 
ed followers of fashion. 

“‘Without a doubt this club has to 
have one of the most diverse mem- 
berships of any organization ar- 
ound,’’ says Kathleen Kral, presi- 
dent of the group. “What brings us 
together is our mutual interest in 
design and tailoring.” 

For its current membership of 
150, Kral. said, the club offers 
monthly meetings featuring guest 
speakers, field trips to such places 
as fashion houses and art mu- 
seums, workshops on the latest fa- 
shion developments and cocktail 
parties. 

“We also provide our members 
with a newsletter aptly titled ‘Tai- 
lored Tales,’” Kral added. 

The club’s most important activi- 
ty, however, is its annual fashion 
show, which serves as a fund-raiser 
for charitable causes. This year’s 
program, held in the grand ball- 


room of the Palmer House, fea- 
tured some 120 garments designed 
and modeled by club members. The 
affair attracted more than 600 peo- 
ple, and funds went to the Johanna 
Bureau for the Blind and Physical- 
ly Handicapped. 


INTEREST ISN’T The only prer- 
equisite to entry into the club, how- 
ever. Members must have complet- 
ed two English tailoring sessions— 
and one tailored garment. 

The classes, sponsored by the 
University of Illinois at Chicago, 
take place in the 7 W. Madison 
workshop of Helen Andersen Bar- 
ker. 

Chicago’s first female tailor, Bar- 
ker is indeed knowledgeable about 
her subject. She served an appren- 
ticeship for two years in London, 
was a major clothing designer for 
Marshall Field’s and for many 
years has worked as an indepen- 
dent fashion consultant. 

Barker said she was first ap- 
proached about teaching an En- 
glish tailoring course by a friend 
who was working. at the Central 
YMCA Community College. 

“That was some 20 years ago,” 
the Lake Shore Drive resident said, 
“fand I considered the offer with a 


certain uneasiness since I hadn’t 
taught before.” 

After she gave it a try, Barker 
found teaching to be a rewarding 
experience. ‘“‘And I was fortunate 
because my students were creative, 
enthusiastic and willing to learn. 


“WE TRY TO cover every aspect 
of English tailoring, including 
patching, stitching and the putting 
together of two fabrics. 

“It represents a very high level 
of craftsmanship, as each garment 
is designed with a meticulous atten- 
tion to detail.’ Ninety-five percent 
of the work that goes into a gar- 
ment is done by hand, she said. 

As a rule of thumb, Barker said, 
she likes to limit the number of 
students in her class to 12. ‘“‘That 
way I can accommodate them in 
my studio and give each one the 
attention he or she needs.” Stu- 


dents make use of Barker’s exper- : 


tise—and her array of equipment: 
industrial sewing machines, design 
patterns, drafting boards, 12-pound 
iron clappers, hammers and nails. 
By the time the sessions end sever- 
al weeks later, each student has a 


- beautiful garment to call his or her 


own. 
“T tell my students that if they

apply themselves and maintain a 
confident attitude, they’ll be able to 
do great things,’’ Barker said. 

Her own success in the tailoring 
field has been the realization of a 
lifelong dream. 


“WHEN I WAS a child my par- 
ents wanted me to pursue a career 
in business administration,’’ she 
recalled. “But I knew this (tailor- 
ing) was really what I wanted to do 
so I just kept on pushing toward 
it™ 

Barker’s enthusiasm inevitably 
rubs off on her students. 

Take Jean Franz, for example. 
The president of her own computer 
firm, Franz said she was so im- 
pressed with Barker’s fur boutique 
class that she became an active 
member of the Haute Couture Club, 
eventually serving as _ president, 
correspondence secretary and fa- 
shion show coordinator. 

Then there’s Dr. Vivian Lipman, 
a psychologist with a practice on 
North State Street. “After seeing 
how much care goes into the design 
of clothes,’’ she said, ‘‘one can de- 
velop a greater appreciation for 
fabric, texture and material.” Stu-

The useless pain, the exorbitant costs, 
GERBER the anguish of the family waiting for that last 
breath—Why? The Living Will concept, signed by a person while in full 
command of his or her facilities, would allow doctors, after consultation, 
to withhold heroic, life-extending supports when the patient can no longer 
make his wishes known. When there is irreversible brain damage, when 
the ravages of cancer or AIDS are so rampant that all hope is lost, what 
is gained by keeping a breath flickering in the shadows? We all want to 
live full, active, productive lives. Failing that, golden years with our 
faculties intact, even if our bodies have lost the ability to carry their 
burdens, can be fulfilling. However, sadly, there often comes a time 
when mind and body give up and all fhat is left is a “vegetable” with no 
reason to survive. Sen. Javits came forward to tell the world that when 
he cannot make the decision to end life supports, he wants those who 
love him, or those who are entrusted with his care, to let him die with 
dignity. Each of us has that right.
